station,

of the train, 
cast or west, before they can either 
get to the station 
or

a street 
leading to the city. 
They are not perm itted to get off

Q.—We often hear the expression, 
“th# 
triune 
God.” 
Please 
explain. 
(Seeker.) 
Answer.—Some have thought this to 
be a Scriptural expression, but it Is not 
to be found in the Bible. 
It is believed 
to have originated in the heathen 
mythologies of the Hindoos in ancient 
India. 
Webster defines tho term “tri­ 
une” as three in oue—“an epithet used 
to express the unity of a trinity of 
persons in the Godhead.” 
We know 
of but one passage in the Bible That 
is supposed to teach the doctrine of a 
“triune God.” But this passage is now 
conceded by all Bible scholars to be 
spurious. 
The words found in I John 
5:7 (“in heaven the Father, tile Word 
aud the holy Spirit, and these three are 
one; and there are three that bear w it­ 
ness in eartji”), are not contained in 
auy of the oldest Greek manuscripts. 
The Religious Dictionary, page l>44 
sa£s: “It was not until the fourth cen­ 
tury that the Trinitarian view began 
to be elaborated and formulated into a 
doctrine, and an endeavor made to rec­ 
oncile it with the belief of the Church 
in one God. * * * Out of the attempt 
to solve this problem sprang the doc­ 
trine of the Trinity- * * * Trinity is a 
very marked feature in Ilindooism. and 
Is discernible in Persian. Egyptian. 
Roman, Japanese. Indian, and the most 
ancient Grecian mythologies.” 


Q.—.Will you please throw a little 
light on the following text, “Jesus said 
unto them Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
BEFORE ABRAHAM WAS, I AM?”—

Answer.—There can be no mistake 
about the meaning of these words.

Q.— How should I go about it to get a 
true 
understanding 
of 
the 
Bible? 
(Earnest Seeker.) 
Answer.—As inquirers we have two 
methods open to us. 
One is to seek 
among all the views suggested by the 
various sects of the church, and to 
take from each that element which xve 
might consider truth—an endless task. 
A difficulty which we should nfeet by 
this method would be, that if our judg­ 
ment were warped and twisted, or our 
prejudice bent in any direction—and 
whose are not?—these difficulties would 
prevent our correct selection, and we 
might choose the error aud reject the 
truth. 
Again, if we should adopt this 
as our method we should lose much, 
because the truth is progressive, shitt­ 
ing more and more unto the perfect 
day. to those who search for it and 
walk in the light of it, while the va­ 
rious creeds of the various sects are 
fixed and stationary, and were made 
so centuries ago. 
And each of them 
must contain a large proportion of er­ 
ror, since each in some important re­ 
spects contradicts the others. 
This 
method would lead into a labyrinth of 
bewilderment and confusion. The oth­ 
er method is to divest our minds of all 
prejudice, and to remember that none 
can know more about the plans of God 
than Ile has revealed in His Word, aud 
that it was given to the meek and low­ 
ly of heart; and. as such, earnestly 
sincerely seeking its guidance and in­ 
struction only, we shall by its great 
Author be guided to an understanding 
of it, as it becomes due to he under­ 
stood, by making use of the various 
telps divinely provided. See Ephesians 
4:11-10. 
We are especially favored 
that in our day these teachers come to 
us through the [Hinted page so that 
they may De studied and reviewed. 


Q.— In Genesis 33:11 we read that 
“the Lord spake unto Moses face to 
face, as 
a 
man

The glory of 
His divine majesty is so exceeding 
great that “no man can see God and 
live”, “no man hath seen God at any 
time” (John 1:18). 
When He would

cloud. 
Since Jesus has become “the 
express image of the Father’s person” 
(Hebrews 1:3) Ile also is visible only 
by representations, the gardener at 
tile tomb or the stranger on the way 
to Emmaus. The world seeth Him no 
more (John 14:19). 
In order to see 
Him in His glorious condition one 
woald have to become like Him, of the 
same nature. 
The church glorified 
“shall see Him as He is” for they 
“shall be like Him” (I John 3:2). 
Be­ 
taking to themselves and living in har­ 
mony with the promises of God they 
are to be “made partakers o{ the di­ 
vine nature” (2 Peter 1:4).

Mutiny Was Threatened. 
The greatest 
confusion 
prevailed 
among the 1,500 prisoners, who opeh- 
ly threatened mutiny, but the guards 
soon subdued them 
and

caped. 
Warden Dick was unable last night 
to account for the 
convicts 
being 
armed. 
It is believed the revolvers 
were secreted near the 
prison 
by 
friends. 
One of the guards told of hearing 
a motor car stop in the road near the 
prison Sunday night. 
He said the 
car remained outside the prjson sev­ 
eral minutes, then drove away. 
The authorities believe 
this 
car 
had something to do with the mutiny. 
Reed, 
Lane 
and 
Koontz 
were 
known in the prison as “bad men." 
Reed had a long criminal record in 
the early days of old Indian Territory. 
He was sentenced to two years in 
prison last year on a charge o£ steal­ 
ing a horse.

He lias just Issued his first bul­ 
letin. the title of which is, “Co-Opera­ 
tion in Dairying and Us Advantages,” 
which is a highly interesting leaflet 
of sixteen pages that would be well 
worth perusal by every 
dairy 
cow' 
owner in Pettis county, whether they 
are In the business for retailing dair> 
products or are simply producing for 
cheir ow n family use. 
In the aforesaid bulletin Commis­ 
sioner Bennett devotes a chapter to 
cow testing, telling what It is and i 
how conducted, and he quotes some 
eloquent figures from the results of 
such testing associations conducted 
elsewhere. 
One of them is that of two men in 
the dairy business who lived neigh­ 
bors and sold the milk produced by 
their cows to a creamery. One man 
had a herd of twenty cows, the aver­ 
age yearly income from which was 
*26 per cow. 
Tho other man had a 
herd of sixteen cows, five of which 
were heifers with their first calves. 
and this man’s income averaged $70 
aer year per cow’. 
The first man pursued the “guess” 
oolicy, both as to the individual pro­ 
duction of his cows and the quality 
of feed he gave them, his only motto 
being, “All the feed they would eat:” 
The other man weighed and tested j 
the milk of each cow', and knew just J 
exactly what she was doing, lie also j 
studied such a combination of feeds 
as would give a complete balanced ra­ 
tion for milk production and fed ac* 
oordingly. 
The disparity in the income of the 
two men mentioned 
above 
indexes 
just about the average condition of 
the business of dairying throughout 
the country and emphasizes the great 
need for cow' testing associations as 
a means of weeding out unprofitable 
animals and increasing 
the 
profit 
from those that are kept. 
The suggestion has been made $>a-t 
the Sedalia Dairy association be en­ 
larged to become the Pettis County 
Dairy association, and to enroll as 
its members every dairy cow owner 
who is interested in learning how to 
ase more profitable methods. 
One of the things which such an 
association could aud should adopt 
would bo a plan for cow testing in a 
co-operative w’ay that could be con­ 
ducted at a very moderate cost to 
every member aud yet enable them 
to have the work accurately done so

1. Have the herd examined 
by

lieve any animals suspected of being 
in bad health. 
Never add an animal 
to the herd until certain it is free 
from disease, es]»ecialiy tuberculosis. 
2. Never allow a cow to be excited 
bv hard driving, abuse, loud talking 
ov unnecessary disturbances; do not 
unduly expose her to cold storms. 
3. Clean the entire body of the cow 
daily. 
Hair in the region of tile ud­ 
der should be kept short

udder and surrounding parts with a 
clean, damp cloth before milking. 
4. Do not allow any strong-flavored 
feed, such as garlic, cabbage, turnips 
or ensilage, to be eaten except im­ 
mediately after milking.
